O’BRIEN SUES THE POLES,

The Guardian of the Helplesa Making n
Child-Beater Dance— A Yousg Lnd
Beaten With & Knotted Rope—An Ofter
to Sell Him for $200.

Humane Agent O'Brien turned up a case
yesterday that he says is more eruel than
any he ever heard of, and certainly the worst
in his experience.

This man
has assumed the duties ot a husband to her
since her rightiul lord died seven months
ago. He has also taken on himself the
offices of a tather to the children, but his at-
feetion for them is exceeded considerably
by the chastisement he subjects them 1o,
The older boy is named Willie, and after
being beaten by this man he has a habit of
running off and staying out at night to
brood over his sorrows. Last Friday
be absented himself all night, but on
returning home on Baturday night
Worasky took him in hand and admin-
istered a sound thrashing. The man
procured a clothes’ line and doubled it,
and taking off the boy’s trousers, he beat him
abount the body to such an extent that there
were cuts on him from the toes all the way
up to his face. Every stroke of the rope
left not o mark, bul a cut, the loop of the
lash making a clearly defined mark like
that of a horseshoe. His legs and thighs
suffered the worst, but his srms sod back
were also badly cut, and ove stroke cut him
across the cheeck. The little fellow must
have suffered great pain, as his sereams
were heard by all the neighbors. Agent
O’Brien took the boy yesterday to the office
of 'Squire Miles Bryan. Informations
were al once made against Worasky and
Mre. Libkofsky, as well, azshe acknowledged
assisting the man in chastising her child.
Worasky works in Loekhart's mill at Char-
tiers. He was arrested. At the hearing he
and the woman were fined $10 and costs each,
which Wornsky paid, much to Agent
O'Rrien’s disgust, as he wanted the man
seat to the workhoose. He then made an-
other charge against Worasky for assault
and batterv, on which he will be given a
hearing on Saturday. When Agent O'Brien
said he was going to take the boy away from
her, the woman said he could have him for
$200, and he could also have the other child.
